ing into the village opened up and im- come. 


proved. Both the residents of the vil- 
lage and the people living east have 
felt the great need of having a main 
road right through to Coal Lake, a dis- 
tance of about five ‘niles, and for the 
purpose of having definite action taken 
to this end, a meeting was held in 
Pinyon'’s Halj on Thuraday afternoon 
last. 

Farmers came in from near and far, 
about, one hundred and fifty being 
in attendance at the meeting, and ey- 
inced the keenest interest in the pro- 
ceedings. <A. P. Mitchell, the alert 
president of the Board of Trade, oc- 
culpied the chair, and in opening the 
meeting stated that the object was to 
see what could be done towards hav- 
ing the blind line east opened up as 
far as Coal Lake. All the property 
owners whose land the road would 
run through favored the project ex- 
cept Mr. Holt, whose half section 
would be cut in two. The chairman 
welcomed H. J. Montgomery, M.P.P. 
for Wetaskiwin, and S. G. Tobin, 
M.P.P. for Leduc, to the gathering, 
stating that this was only the second 
occasion in which these gentlemen had 
been on the platform together in Mil- 
let. 

Coun, T. T. Jevne was the first 
speaker, and he explained the need 
of haying the blind line opened up, 
and referred to some of the difficul- 
ties which would be encountered, but 
this highway was a great necessity 
and must be put through to accommo- 
date the people adjacent to Millet on 
the east. ‘ 

Mr. Orn spoke on behalf of those 
who were opposed to having the blind 
line opened, contending that the road 
one mile south could be opened more 
easily and economically, and would 
accommodate more people. 

BP. M. Furlong and other speakers 
favored the opening of the blind line. 

H, J. Montgomery, M.P.P., wad then 
called upon for an address, and he ex- 
plained that before the government 
would take any action an applicition 


must be received from the ntunicipal- 
ity, as the government would ignore 
any personal applications. The gov- 
ernment would pay for the work of 
surveying. Over the five miles, forty 
acres of land would be required, for. 
the road, which at say $35.00 an acre 


‘would mean $1400 of a consideration. 


He suggested that the Board of Trade 
get. forms and have them signed up 
by the property owners whose land 
would be gone through, showing the 
amount required for the land. He also 
intimated that possibly the land would 
be donated, as the benefit to the in- 
dividual would be very great. 

A petition was then presented and 
sigend by nearly all farmers whose 
land would be affected, and it was 
found that, with three or four ex- 
ceptions, the land had been donated 
for the right-of-way. President Mitch- 
ell then assured the members of the 
legislature that the right-of-way would 
not cost the government anything, 
and expressed the hope that the work 
would start as quickly as posible. 

S. G. Tobin, the member for Leduc, 
who addressed the meeting briefly, 
thought the road should be opened one 
mile south of the blind Hine, as_ it 
would bring a few more people to 
Millet as a trading centre. However, 
he would go fifty-fifty with the mem- 
ber for Wetaskiwin on the opening of 
the blind line, as this road divides 
the two municipalities. 

A resolution was passed to the ef- 
fect that the blind Hine be opened, and 
was passed with only four or five dis- 
senting votes. 

The meeting dispersed after sing- 
ing the national anthem, everyone 
happy in the thought that something 
definite had been accomplished in the 
matter of getting the road to the oast 
of the’ village opened up. Millet en- 
joys good roads west, south and north, 
and will not be satisfied until a good 
highway leads to the village from the 
east...

The expenses 
of the delegates were borne by ‘the 
school districts concerned and, as 
trustees are not paid anything for 
their services, there would not seem 
to be any other possible way of hold- 
ing a Trustees’ Convention. © Conven- 
tions of rural and urban municipal- 
ities and other conventions are called 
in precisely the same way. 

The Convention was not revived 
this year in order to provide a “Hana: 
picked, rura} audience for the Minis- 
ter of Education;” it was revived two 
years ago and wus held again last 
year in Calgary. This year’s attend- 
ance was large because the people 
were interested in vital principals 
which were at stake., It was not a 
rural audience but fully one-half vil- 
lage, town and city trustees. In any 
case rural people cannot understand 
the insult thrown at rural trustees by 
one who poses as a friend of the farm- 
er and of the farmers’ movement, 

You characterize the trustees as a 
bunch of school children; you say they 
are not interested in the status of the 
teaching profession; you say their con. 
ventions are neither interesting nor 
important; you assume that the trus- 
tees are children indeed when you 
state that the Minister will not permit 
them to recognize the Alliance and you 
prove yourself neither honest nor sin- 
cere when you suy the convention was 
called to set the trustees up agiinst 
the teachers.
